Althougn actual returns from the farms are problematical until the crops ,,r hat. v ihua. the family using five 
in harvested, and It It never tare to plotelj estimate yhIda ol grain and field -'.uns m an .debt roomed house with 
crops until tliey are finally removed from all vagaries of weather, plant dis¬ 
eases and pests, the fact remains that at the end of June prospects through¬ 
out Canada, and especially in the Western Provinces, were better than for 
many years and, in the absence of widespread and extremely adverse condi¬ 
tion- be lore harvest, the outlook is for one of the best and most profitable 
crops in ten years. 

One financial paper in its annual review at the end of June states, on the 
b.ii is of ri ports from nil the Provinces, that the biggest Increase in employ¬ 
ment in two years has taken place, with the result that, except in the larger 
cities where the unemployed always congregate, there arc few idle men. 

• Manufacturing industries are busier than for years and in Ontario and Que¬ 
bec real activity prevails with manufacturing near tc capacity in several 
liner and some plants working overtime. 

Record catches of fish on both the Atlantic and Pacific seaboards have 
taken place, immigration is increasing, the summer tourist traffic shows every 
indication of attaining a new high record, while the export trade of the Do¬ 
minion continues to increase both In volume and value month by month. 

Ptiilding construction is likewise much greater than a year ago. Railway car 
loadings an* smaller, but this is accounted for ln tw*o Items, the smaller 
vohime of last year's grain crop and reduction in the movement of coal 
resulting from labor troubles at the mines. On the other hand, there Is a 
substantial Increase in car loadings of manufactured articles and general 
merchandise, while this year’s grain crop promises to more than offset the 
r»*duc< d volume of a year ago. 

One of the significant developments is the steadily rising volume and 
value of Canada's export trade. For some years now the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment lias been quietly negotiating trade treaties with other countries. One 
of the latest was with Australia and already British Columbia is looking for¬ 
ward io and preparing lor a big expansion in trade with that sister Dominion. 

Before this ar iele appears in print it is expected that the terms of a new 
trude arrangement with tin* British West Indies will be announced. Inas¬ 
much as each and e ery one of these reciprocal agreements provides for the 
removal of artificial restrictions on trade through the lowering of customs 
du ie*> and the wiping out of other obstacles to the free exchange of commodi¬ 
ties, and are frequently accompanied b> the provision of larger ami improv¬ 
ed lad ides ol communication and transport, the effect cannot be otherwise 
Ilian to greatly enlarge Canada's markets abroad, and, as repeatedly urged in 
this column, th|t Is exactly what a young and producing country like Canada to take Dr. \' k 
requires. Freer trade and wider xnarket&«Atre bound 

mint *n’s development leading fo increased employment and production and 
resultant prosperity and growth in wealth. 

A young country like Canada, with a comparatively small population, but 
huge resources and productive powers, and producing far more than its own 
people can consume, and already possessing manufacturing and other indus¬ 
tries with capacities for production far In excess of the needs of home popu¬ 
lation. stands in need, not so much of protection of that restricted home mar¬ 
ket. but the removal of obstacles to trade with the world. We cannot grow 
strong and wealthy b> merely trading with ourselves: that Is too much a case 
of trying to lift on«»3ell by the boot straps. Strength and wealth will come 
through producing for sale abroad, thus bringing into Canada the wealth de¬ 
rived through the sale of our products abroad.

“Tho picture which history has to 
show of him Is (hat of a reliable and 
honorable soldier, who always did 
honor to England’s name, whenever 
ho appeared on the field of battle, 
and whose adversaries are bound to 
do him honor, too. But bo was not a 
great military leader, for. whenever 
fate confronted him with such tasks 
he showed that tho sacred flro did not 
burn within him, and that daring and 
boldness were not his strongest 
points."—Berlin Correspondent of 
London Observer.

Announcement Is made by the nn 
tlonsl research council of tho names 
of successful candidates for scholar¬ 
ships for the academic year 1925-26 
Three fellowships, having a value of 
$1,200 each, gro awarded to Miss II. 
1). Chatawav, Manitoba University; A. 
B. McClay, Toronto University; and 
John Russell. McGill University. Nine¬ 
teen studentships, valued at $1,000 
each, and 27 bursaries, with a valua¬ 
tion of $750 each, are also granted to 
other university graduates. 

These scholarships are awarded an¬ 
nually by th** council to the most 
promising and best qualified gradu¬ 
ates of universities or technical col¬ 
leges who apply for them, with the ob¬ 
ject of Increasing the supply of high¬ 
ly trained research workers In Can¬ 
ada.
